Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 & 4-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not fairly teach or suggest a mobile terminal adapted to store and 
reproduce a score in the format of a MIDI file wherein processing means renders 
sampled data from the MIDI file and a gain factor is determined from a comparison 
between an identified maximum absolute value of the sampled data with a limit value 
defined for the electro-acoustic reproduction circuitry.
